| HOT SPRINGS, Va. 
(P)—Permanent preservation 
fundamentals of the national recoy- 
ery administration must’ be accom- 
plished by the government as_ the 
organization keystone of American 
business, a broadly representative 
group of national business and finan- 
cial leaders decided here today. 


The leaders, comprising the indus- | 
trial advisory board which aviscs Re-| 
covery Administrator Hugh SS.

The general met with the board 
late last night in an informal and 
highly private conference. The gen- 
eral laid down his ideas about changes 
in the NRA, and indorsed ‘the pur- 
pose of the board’s meeting, which is 
to formulate business principles for 
NRA’s continuance.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—(?)— 
Congress will meet again tomorrow, 
hoping to adjourn in a day or so but 
not at all certain that it will. 

Party leaders labored mightily in 
personal conferences over the week- 
end to untangle a snarl of personal 
and political disputes which forced an 
unexpected abandonment of plans to 
end the session last night. 

The house, as usual, was ready to 
quit at any time the senate completed 
its work and so far as actual admin- 
istration “must” legislation was con- 
cerned, the latter had little to do to 
complete its program. 

Little Real Work. | 

The senate’s unfinished business on 
that score consisted only of adoption 
of conference reports on the admin- 
istration housing bill, making credit 
easily availables to the home builder, 
and on the second deficiency Dill, 
appropriating more than $2,000,000,- 
000 largely for relief purposes. 

The problem of the senate leaders 
was wrapped up in three other pieces 
of legislation for the enactment of 
which a number of members 4lamored 
and one of which faced an openly 
threatened filibuster. Practically all 
bore administration approval. | 

Close: to the heart of the situation 
was a measure to facilitate the ad- 
justment of railway labor disputes, 
to prevent the adoption of which Sen- 
ator Hastings, republican, Delaware, 


was firmly determined to bring into 


play all the parliamentary delaying 
tricks in the senatorial book. 
Huey Long Filibusters. 

A’ second was the Frazier bill to 
give bankrupt farmers a virtual six- 
year moratorium. A filibuster, con- 
ducted by Senator Long, democrat, 
Louisiana, against action on any 
other measure until this bill is passed, 
was largely instrumental in forcing 
the session into another week. 

The third was an omnibus bill mak- 
ing changes in the banking laws, prin- 
cipally extending for one year the 
time in which banks may separate 
themselves from their investment af- 
filiates, as directed by previous leg- 
islation. 

The two first named have been 
passed by both houses and final ac- 
tion depends upon the adoption of 
conference reports. The third was be- 
fore the senate most of last evening 
hut passage was prevented by Longs 
tactics. 

The farm bill had been brought up 
on a motion to accept liberalizing 
house amendments and both Long and 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, spoke in favor of 
this short cut to enactment. 

Opposition Arises. 

But opposition quickly arose. 
Hastings, already filibustering against 
the railway labor bill, made a 
lengthy speech on the farm measure 


'which he openly asserted was actual- 


ly aimed at preventing action on the 
former. 

Long finally consented to send the 
farm bill to conference and then ap- 
pointed himself a committee of one 
to see that no legislation passed until

PARIS SEES BERLI 
AS. PEACE” SEEKER 


French Still Unyielding 
to German Quest for 
Conciliatory Accord. 


PARIS, June 17.—(#)—The view 
that Germany, worried by politica] al- 
liances which by slow degrees: are 
building a Chinese wall about her 
frontiers, is attempting to make its 
peace with defiant France, was attrib- 
uted today to high French quarters. 


That is the interpretation placed on 
secret meetings in recent weeks—the 
last yesterday—between Louis Bar- 
thou, French foreign minister, and 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop, Chancellor 
Hitler's special commissioner for dis- 
armament, 


The German emissary, it was re- 
ported, found the aged foreign min- 
ister of France stern and unyielding. 

France’s policy of strengthening her 
political alliances goes forward, with 
Barthou starting another swing about 
the continent. He expects to bring 
home more agreements in his port- 
folio. 


Ready for Concessions. 


Germany was represented as ready 
to make noteworthy concessions. In 
some quarters it was even reported 
that Germany is willing to return 
to the League of Nations and the dis- 
armament, if thereby she can soften 
the attitude of France. 


But Barthou dashed any hopes Ger- 
many may have had to get concessions 
in that manner by refusing firmly to 
“legalize German rearmament in any 
event.” 

The French believe Von Ribben- 
trop’s visits to Paris were inspired 
especially by the growing rapproche- 
ment between France and soviet Rus- 
sia. Barthou, it was said in authori- 
tative quarters, confirmed indications 
which reached Konstantin Von Neu- 
rath, German foreign minister, that 
France and Russia are drawing to- 
gether. It is believed here that Hitler 
now contemplates taking Germany 
back to Geneva because of Russia's 
imminent entrance into the League. 

Barthou Opposition.

“Resurrection” of Dog 


Now Reported Complete 


BERKELEY, Cal., June 17.— 
Dr. Robert E. Cornish’s “resurrect- 
ed” dog, revived from a clinical 
death April 13, is “back in the 
land of the living,”’ the young scien- 
tist declared today. 

Dr. Cornish said the dog is com- 
pletely restored to consciousness, 
toward which it had slowly been 
struggling for two months. “It 
barks when food is brought,” Dr. 
Cornish asserted; “reacts to all 
dogdom excitements; the visits of 
other dogs, the furtive passage of 
stray cats and the voice of its mas- 
ter.” 

The scientist's assistant, Dr. 
Ralph Gelmer, said No. 13, the 
name they have given the animal, 
“is a normal dog now in every 
sense of the word, and will live 
out an allotted span of life.” 


GERMANY 10 Uot 
TRADE AS WEAPON 


BERLIN, June 17.—()—With the | 
question of the foreign debt mora- | 
torium out of the way, there were in- | 
dications today that Germany intends | 


to make a keen-edged economic weapon 
of her power to buy raw materials. 

Apparently that weapon is to be 
brought into play if other nations 
resort to retaliations because of the 
reich’s determination not to pay 
foreign obligations for a_ while. 


Reports that this will be the na- | 
tion’s policy were Meightened by state- | 
ments in several quarters that a raw. 


materials commissioner is to be nomi- 
nated soon. The West Deutscher 
Beobachter, nazi organ of Cologne, 
today went so far as to state that 
a man even now is being considered 
for the post. He is described as a 
man “who is a scientist as well as a 
person of practical understanding, and 
who has an excellent reputation in 
the field of the international metal 
industries especially.” 

How such a commissioner would 
function in view of restrictions already 
imposed on import of raw materials 
is not indicated. It was assumed, 
however, he would consolidate and 
make even more effective the economic 
pressure which the reich exerts 
through raw matrial purchases in the 
world markets. 

Talk of appointment of a raw ma- 
terials commissioner also was regard- 
ed new evidence that Germany is pre- 
pared to take decisive steps in any 
direction to keep firm control of her 
financial and economic life.

HAVANA, June 17.—(UP)—Three 


youths were burned alive inside their 


blazing red motor car by an infuriat- 
ed mob this afternoon after they had 


‘shot down with machine guns scores 


of men and women marching in streets 
of the capital during an A. B. C, 
political festival. 

Their deaths brought the total to 


12 in a day and night of terror sweep- 
ing the Cuban capital. They shot 
down upwards of 60 persons from the 
death car, killing seven, including 
three women. A fourth youth in the 
machine, horribly burned, was not ex- 
pected to survive. 

The driver turned the machine 
down a side street and sped away 
from the scene of their slaughter. 
Crowds of bystanders and paraders 
pursued the car down the Malecon, 
overtook it and tossed matches into 
the gasoline tank. The youths made 
no effort to fight their captors. One 
screamed and staggered out as the 
flames enveloped his body, but the 
others perished inside. ; 

Turn Gun of Pargae 

It was a tragic moment in a day 
marked by street fighting and bomb- 
ings. The radicals had sworn to break 
up the huge A. B. C. party’s demon- 
stration of loyalty to the administra- 
tion of President Carlos Mendieta. 

The quartet in the red car were 
believed to be communists supporting 
the cause of former President Ramon 
Grau San Martin. They drove up to 
the crowd of thousands of paraders, 
jesting, cheering and singing as they 
started for Central park. 

Suddenly from the machine came a 
burst of machine-gun fire. The youths 
turned their guns into the heart of 
the gay holiday crowd. Men and wom- 
en fell, screaming. Others dashed 
madly for safety. The Calle Belascoin 
was splotched with blood of celebra- 
tors. Ambulances rushed victims to 
hospitals. The city was tense, but 
the parade continued. 

President Carlos Mendieta, nurs- 
ing a wounded left hand injured in 
a bomb assassin’s attempt on his life 
last week, kept in close touch with 
the movements in the capital and or- 
dered drastic police action to restore 


order. 
Police Disperse Mob. 

The mobs, infuriated by the bomb- 
ings and government failure to check 
the terrorists, concentrated on Cen- 
tral park, near the capitol building. 


They milled about shouting invectives

flying experience. The committee 
asserted its own investigation showed 
one of the army fliers who crashed 
had had only six hours night flying 
and others from nine to 24 hours. 

Tonight’s report of the committee 
headed by Representative William N. 
Rogers, democrat, New Hampshire, 
summarized results of four months’ 
hearings. 

The house has voted $20,000 to con- 
tinue the inquiry through the summer 
and fall. Some predcited later find- 
ings would “open penitentiary doors” 
to a number of government officials. 

Contracts Cited. 

“Wilful and intentional violations 
of the law” were charged against 
Foulois in connection with approval 
of negotiated plane contracts instead 
of competitive bidding which the com- 
mittee held was required in quantity 
purchases by the air corps act of 1926. 

The committee held that testimony 
of the assistant chief, Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Oscar Westover, Colonel Jacob 
Fickel and others attached to Fou- 
lois’ office ‘‘accentuated the deliberate, 
ness with which the law has been 
violated and ignored.” 


The report sought to emphasize 
charges of inefficient airplane pro- 
curement methods by citing “the pres- 
ent experience of the air corps with 
136 Boeing P-26 planes, purchased 
in violation of law in 19383 under 
army regulations . >. without proper 
tests.” 

According to the report, 93 of the 
planes have been delivered “and it 
is admitted that before the contract 
is completed these planes will be ob- 
solete.”’ 

“The direct cause for this state of 
affairs,” said the report, “is constant 
alterations in specifications after the 
award of the contract, resulting in 
unreasonable and unjustifiable delay. 
This situation develops at Wright 
field, a branch office of the chief of 
the alr corps and an essential factor 
in the system of unlawful 
ment which must be abolished.” 

Testimony Cited. 

The committee report carried ex- 
cerpts from Foulois’ téstimony which 
it was held “fully demonstrate the 
inaccuracy and unreliability of his tes- 
timony.” 

_ One excerpt quoted Foulois as say- 
ing “I never have an opportunity to 
defend the requests for the things that 
we need... and I am expected to 
take the responsibility. ... It is the 
chief of the air corps that has the 
responsibility for building up the air 
corps and he is not allowed to make 
the recommendations, or if he does 
make the recommendations no atten- 
tion is paid to him, he is never called 
in to defend his own recommenda- 
tions, he is never called in to defend 
the requests for amounts of money, 
either before the budget director. or 
before congress,”’ 

Given Hearing. 

The committee, however, said: 

“In view of the records, testimony 
and quotations ... we find as a fact 
that, notwithstanding his testimony to 
the contrary, Major General Foulois 
was given full opportunity to present 
and defend his proposed budgets for 
the air corps and that he availed him- 
self of such a. privilege.” 

Foulois has been chief of the air 
corps since December 22, 1931. Be- 
fore that he was assistant chief and 
in charge of the material division at 
Wright field. , 

Foulois part in preparations for 
army flying of the air mail last Feb- 
ruary was termed “a glaring example 
of mismanagement and inefficiency.” 

The report attempted to show that 
Foulois on February 9 said he was 
“quite certain” the air corps could 
handle the mail “and that he thought 
he would be ready to move personnel 
and material in a week or ten days.” 
The committee charged that Brigadier 
General Westover, who was put in 
charge of air mail operations, -‘was 
not consulted by Major General Fou- 
lois or any other officer with refer- 
ence to the condition of the air corps

platform when the hurricane struck. 
The mother and father pulled down 


‘sides of sheds and attempted to float 


to shore in the high water. 


Their raft was demolished and the 
children were washed away. Mr. and 
Mrs. Duplantis managed to grasp a 
raft to which Forrest Keiff and his 
grandchild were clinging and the 
party drifted 10 miles to Bayou Car- 
encro, where they reached shore and 
were cared for by trappers. Keiff 
told the story of the tragedy today 
after arriving in Berwick. 

Reports from Bunkie, La., told of 
the death of Wilbert Butler, 52, by 
a 2,100-volt electric power line that 
had been blown down by the hurri- 
cane. His body was found entwined 
in the wire and his right arm was 
burned off. 


Charles Prince, 55, of Loreauville, 
La., was killed by an automobile on 
a highway in Iberia parish while he 
was running to shelter down the road 
as the storm was striking through 
there at full force. 


Dozens of river and lake craft were 
sunk or demolished and Morgan City, 
Baton Rouge and other’ Louisiana 
cities and towns in the path of the 
disturbance were littered with debris. 


Louisiana State University experts 
estimated that several million dollars 
worth of crop damage had been done 
in the corn, cotton and sugar regions 
of the state. New Orleans was beyond 
the storm center. 


The hurricane blew into Louisiana 
from the Gulf of Mexico at a 70-mile- 
an-hour wind velocity, but gradually 
diminished in force as it struck gen- 
erally up the Mississippi river valley 
toward the Tennessee line. 

Natchez, Jackson and Vicksburg 
felt the force of the winds as the hur- 
ricane settled info’a violent wind and 
rainstorm with a maximum force of 
a 50-mile wind and continued much 
of its force up as far as the Green- 
ville area in the Mississippi delta. 

There tree limbs were blown down 
all over the city, river craft was sunk 
at the wharf and general minor dam- 
age was done. 

Rains measuring from 2 to 5 inches 
in 24 hours through the Mississippi 
storm area flooded small streams and 
temporarily blocked highways. Ex- 
tensive damage was done to the Mis- 
sissippi tomato crop. 

Workers today succeeded in dam- 
ming up a levee crevasse in the Buras 
drainage district down the Mississippi 
river from New Orleans. The levee 
gave way yesterday under hurricane- 
buffeted waves and flooded a two-mile 
area of fertile “land. 

The levee break at Buras came 
after the protection embankment on 
the sea side in the Buras drainage 
district, about 75 miles below New 
Orleans, had withstood for several 
hours the pounding of the waves. 
Scores of workers tried to plug the 
break yesterday and last night, and 
succeeded in closing it today when a 
dredgeboat was run into the gap. 

Damage caused by the flood was 
not estimated. 

Sheriff Charles Pecot, of St. Marvy 


parish, reported that the three small | 


children of O’Neill Marcott, a fisher- 
man, 
in Grand lake near Franklin, 
before the boat sank. 

Many other narrow escapes in the 


' southwest Louisiana area of marshes, 


bayous and lakes were reported. A 
score of men narrowly escaped death 
in the Gulf of Mexico while return- 
ing from a dredge in the path of the 
blow. Two boats carrying the men 
arrived at Berwick, La., late last 
night after losing two tugboats and 


two barges in battling the high winds | 


and waves.

of the NRA’s impending reorganiza- 
tion, or, in Mead’s words, “rear- 
rangement,” he said the NRA now is 
undertaking administration as com- 
pared to code formation, and that 
“we wish to perfect our own organi- 
zation so that we may aid General 
Johnson in his task.”

There was a general admission that 
fbusiness had not functioned as effi- 
ciently as it should have in advising 
NRA, and that the immediate concern 
was to increase the effectiveness of 
that showing.

They will be 
paid and will be chosen so as to rep- 
resent aS many varying business in- 
terests as possible. The extent of 
the pay will be decided by the 16 non- 
permanent members but it is expected 
that remuneration will be compara- 
tively small and that those serving 
will be called upon to make substan- 
tial financial sacrifices in order to 
give service,

WAR ALLIANCES WASHINGTON, June 17.—What the world 
statesmen secretly have been fearing is an 

alliance of Italy, Germany, Japan and, perhaps, Poland. 

That would line the world up for war, with France, Russia 
and, eventually, Britain on the other side. 

Such unspoken thoughts agitated the inner diplomatic cir- 
cles as Mussolini and Hitler closed the door of that Venetian villa 


the other day and buzzed in each other’s ears, without even a 
stenographer or an interpreter present. It is an fn 


bility, but it will never happen. 
Mussolini is too smart. 


STAGE THUNDER The Hitler-Mussolini jaded was a 


staged show. The producer was Mr. Mus- 
solini, who is the greatest showman since Barnum. 

He dressed himself all up in the uniform of a fascist corporal. 
His fascists put on the required demonstration for him just the 
same aS followers of a presidential candidate whoop up demonstra- 
tions for their favorites in our national conventions. 

To top it off, a dagger parade was held with the fascisti-march- 
ing before Messrs. Mussolini and Hitler with bared daggers aloft. 
The daggers were aimed at the skies, but Mr. Hitler got the point. 
He was in civilian: clothes, the official pockets of which are so 
empty he could not buy daggers enough for a first-class street brawl. 


SCHEME The hidden purpose of the show was to offset the 
Franco-Russian alliance from a diplomatic standpoint. 
That is not very much of a secret. 

Messrs. Mussolini and Hitler are the two European bad boys 
who were not invited to that alliance party. At least, Mussolini re- 
ceived a belated invitation which he was not expected to accept 
and Hitler was completely snubbed. 

At heart, Mussolini dislikes France as much as anyone. That is 
saying a lot, because he also dislikes Russia, Japan and Germany, 
in the order named. In fact, the only one he really likes is Musso- 
lini. 

But his game is to stay on the fence in Europe, playing first 
with one side and then with the other. That is historic Italian for- 
eign policy. It was so even before the World War. In the present 
Franco-Russian game, Mussolini would rate no higher than a sub- 
stitute halfback. In the German game, he can be a star quarterback. 

Furthermore, hé wanted something from Germany now—the 
independence of Austria. To gain that, he fought the German bat- 
tle for increased armament at the various European conferences. 
PROSPECTS Yow can get sincere assurances. privately in 

Italian quarters that Mussolini does not intend to 
go as far as getting tied up on a long contract with second-rate 
war teams like Germany and Japan. He will act as if he is doing it, 
but he will not actually do it: 

Obtaining a pledge of Austrian independence from Hitler now 
will heal a European sore spot and really make war more remote. 
And next nth he will team up on the other side of the fence. 

It’s a great game they play in European diplomacy—somewhat 

. like our log-rolling in congress, only a little dirtier. 


LEAKAGE There was turmoil backstage in the senate when the 
administration’s compromise labor bill leaked out. 

Floor Leader Robinson brought it from the White House, look- 
ing around corners as he went, so no one would see him. He slip- 
ped a copy to Republican Leader McNary secretly. The next he 
heard, copies were all over the press gallery and had been pub- 
lished in one paper. 

Robinson warned newsmen that if they published the bill they 
would violate his wishes and perhaps also the federal law against 
publication of secret government documents. 

Newsmen said that was too bad, and, anyway, the bill was not 
a government document. 

What happened was this: When McNary got his copy, he had 
sevéral copies made so republican senators could look it over and 
decide whether they were going to Support it. Séveral senators 
slipped copies to newsmen and, in a few minutes, the bill was all 
over the place. 

The reason the White House and Senator Robinson were so 
angry was that the bill had to be materially altered later.

Habit, as you know, is the greatest of man’s servants.

The thing done many times becomes a habit, and habit becomes a 
power that directs and controls your life for good or ill. 

What is true of the individual is true of the group. The similar 
habit of many people becomes a custom, and custom determines the dés- 
tiny of a racé. 

Custom Survives long after the reason for it is forgotten. We offer 
ladies the left arm in order to keep the sword arm free. We lift our hats 
because a knight once raised his iron visor to leave his face unprotected 
and prove his intentions friendly. 

And the old familiar way is dear though its origin was shameful. 

For many generations the Chinaman was required to wear a queue 
as evidence of his subjection to the conquering Manchu. Then custom 
made the pigtail a thing to be treasured, and many refused to part with 
their symbol of servitude when the republic was established. 

If a custom begun in shame can be endeared and sanctified by time, 
Surely a custom prompted by logic and common sense would fare as well. 

Russia has shown that a whole people can be taught to adopt and 
hold sacred a new idea or a new principle. 

Why, then, should America hesitate to harness a power that is capa- 
ble of remaking a nation?

LITVINOFF IS REVEALED 
IN. ROLE OF MEDIATOR 

ROME, June 17.—(/)—A dramatic 
attempt by Foreign Commissar Maxim 
Litvinoff, of Russia, a few hours be- 
fore Chancellor Hitlers departure 
from Venice, to bring Germany into 
an eastern pact having the guarantee 
of France was related today by the 
Italian press. 

The newspapers gave the impres- 
sion that Hitler eonfided Litvinoff's 
approach to Premier Mussolini. The 
Giornale D'Italia related the incident 
as follows: 

“Germany's dissidence with regard 
to Russia grew after the movement 
toward a Franco-Russian entente. A 
Franco-soviet pact was considered by 
Germany as a new instrument of hos- 
tility and an encirclement added to 
the already existing system of mili- 
tary alliances. 

“To rectify this dissidence, the so- 
viet government sent to Berlin on the 
eve of the meeting in Venice a pro- 
posal to include Germany in an east- 
ern Locarno pact. Germany, Rus- 
sia, Poland and Czecho-Slovakia 
would participate in the pact. 

“This pact would have the guaran- 
tee of France, and the French guar- 
antee would have as a counterpart 4 
soviet guarantee to the pact of Lo- 
carno. 

“On June 15. the same day Chan- 
cellor Hitler departed from Venice, 
at 11 o'clock in the morning. Litvin- 
off appeared suddenly in Berlin to 
ask of Foreign Minister Konstantin 
Von Neurath a response to this pro- 
posal. The answer was negative. 

“The refusal did not exclude the 
principle of consolidation with Rus- 
sia, but it did exclude the principle 
of regional pacts, that is, of endless 
blocs.”

much more of Primo Carnera, not 
only because he was too badly 
damaged in his fight with Max Baer 
ever to be of much use in the ring 
again, but also because Baer con- 
firmed an old suspicion that Primo 
never could fight. But, in giving the 


gross exaggeration from italy his 
diseharge papers it is only fair to 
write in his service record that he 
was guilty of conspicuous bravery 
and grand pride in the battle in which 
he finally got his. He comes to the 
end of his career a bankrupt, fleeced 
by thieves of the American under- 
world: and picked clean by litigants 
and lawyers, an unfortunate stranger 
in a puzzling country with only his 
hurts to show for his years of striv- 
ing at that which another master 
once described as the dirtiest game. 

It seems odd to praise Primo's 
honor in view of his early record in 
the American prizefight business 
which is made uy almost exclusively 
of sham victories over decrepit old 
lumps and acquiescent stooges. But 
in his big fight he was an Italian 
patriot and though the American 
slugged him down he was greater 
then than he had ever been hefore 
including the hour when he won the 
heavyweight championship from the 
American, Jack Sharkey. Thev take 
Primo seriously in Italy and he ac- 
cepted a patriotic responsibility in 
his role of heavyweight champion, so 
he struggled on through torture in 
contrast to the American who laid 
down and surrendered to him on the 
excuse of a trivial push on _ the 
mouth. Sharkey fought for Sharkey 
in the ring, not for the U. S. A. 


Square Deal 
Never His. 


In half a dozen 
years Primo has come 
and been and = gone 
and things have been 
said of him which ought to be unsaid 
in justice to a man who seldom got 
much better than the worst of it. 

His original manager, Leon See, a 
erafty little Frenchman, brought him 
to the United States a big. bewildered. 
innocent greenhorn and had not heen 
ashore 24 hours before he established 
business relations with a gang of 
Broadway racketeers engaged in the 
beer and speakeasy trade. He was 
dramatized as an ogre and Jed around 
the country, as though by a nose-ring, 
to snort and stomp the boards of the 
ring in many cities to the terror of 
nominal opponents and the awe of the 
customers. He had jagged tusks and 
enormous varicose ve'ns, as big as 
garden hose, which twined about his 
lumpy calves and heightened the mon- 
strous appearance of a polite and not 
at all stupid young mun. 

Passengers who were shipmates 
with him on his subsequent crossings 
to and from Enrope discovered in 
Primo an agreeable companion as in- 
tellectual as a man need be to get 
along in the smoking room society of 
an ocean liner, cons:derate and re- 
spectable in his conduct. He spoke 
three languages. The !etters which he 
wrote to a young London waitress 
of Italian parentage, ;ublished in the 
course of her suit against him for 
breach of promise, were written in 
pretty language which was close onto 
poetic in spots. Prizefighters ordinari- 
ly employ ghosts for their literary 
labors but there was that about Pri- 
mo’s love letters to the girl who had 
brought him his kiduey pie in Soho 
which strongly suggested that ther 
were strictly homemade out of his 
own materials.

Another’s Idea. 
a figure of a wild 


boar with curly tusks and sewed a 
felt reproduction on the left leg of 
bis fighting trunks. But Primo, him- 
self, was not in sympathy with the 
ilea. He called it ‘de leetla peeg” 
and innocently explained that it was 
just an idea somebody had had. He 
did not consider himself a wild ani- 
mal or a*fearsome creature but only 
dressed as he was told to, even 
adopting oversize shoes which were 
stuffed with wadded paper where his 
feet weren't, to co-operate with his 
proprietors. 

He never really knew how much 
money he had earned. He had more 
vice presidents than a trust company 
and himself was merely the stock, 
zood will and fixttires. They cam- 
paigned him as a horseman campaigns 
a steed and if an opponent whom he 
had never seen before nor even heard 
of suddenly collapsed from a push in 
the face that was no reason for Primo 
to inquire whether anyone had tickled 
the opponent’s nude ribs with the 
cold muzzle of a pistol in the dress- 
ing room beforehand. He did the 
fighting, to give those activities a 
name and, after he had fought manr 
such persons unknown, discovered 
that he was not a rich man after all 
but just a property. ewned and op- 
erated by a firm which inelnded some 
characters well known to the police 

Luigi Soresi, a young Halian bank- 
er, undertook a salvage job with Pri 
mos affairs but. the bankruptey ae- 
tion came during Soresi’s administra- 
tion so the new deal has still te 
prove itself. Mf. Soresi knew finance 
but he did not know the racket of 
prizefighting. 

Primo’s pay for his big ficht wag 
to have been $135,000. But the money 
was attached and by che time he has 
paid his way out of debt he may find 
himself not much better off than he 
was when Leon See found him wear- 
ing burlap wrappings on his feet he- 
cause he couldn't buy the outsize 
shoes which he required. 

But he was a gallant fichter and 
& sportsman when his hattle came. 
Maybe he can take that around to 
the grocery store back in his home 
town of Sequala when he is old and 
trade it in for a length of sausage.

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few days ago I had a letter 
from the Florida Wild Life League, 
setting forth the ideas of that or- 
ganization with reference to the mat- 
ter of collecting permits and restric- 
tions they think should be placed 
upon scientific collectors. Fufida- 
mentally I agree with this statement 
of policy, but there are a few points 
that I must take exception to on 
purely practical bases. 

I am in hearty agreement with the 
expressed policy of the Florida Wild 
Life League on these points: Can- 
cellation of all outstanding permits, 
both federal and state (since this is 
the only way to get a new start and 
put the thing on a modern basis) and 
reissue permits as follows: None for 
egg collecting, permit only common 
birds to be taken, limit the period 
of effectiveness for all permits, in no 
case to exceed one year, make appli- 
cant state his problem and his quali- 
fications, and hold him to it. 

Their third point 1s one that calls 
for vast expenditures of money, with 
nc provision made for its administra- 
tion. This is the setting up of a 
conservation board in every state and 
a national board to pass on the ap- 
plications for collecting permits. This 
is a useless application of effort and 
the very thing that we are striving to 
@liminate in the various governmental 
agencies now in existence. I see no 
reason for having a central board or 
committee. Let the members of a na- 
tional board be representative con- 


servationists in every section of the 
nation, so that the applicant for a col- 
lecting permit must write individual 
letters to each member of the board, 
who can then vote on the matter, 
sending his vote to the chairman of 
the committee in Washington. 

I would like to see their stand on 
compulsory registration of all bird 
skins with state officials made effec- 
tive. It is a good point and I hope 
to see it éarried through. I also agree 
that the sale, shipment and advertise- 
ment of bird skins and eggs by pri- 
vate collectors should be prohibited. 

Finally, the most outrageous of all 
things 1 have yet heard is a system 
of taxing and tax-labeling each bird 
skin held by collectors. Wouldn’t a 
trayful of skins be a beautiful sight 
with a bunch of loud-colored tax la- 
bels stuck in on the skins? There is 
in the best collections the smallest 
sort of label anyway. Why ruin the 
appearance of the skins, orderly and 
neat as they now are, in the museum 
cabinet? Scientific work is hard 
enough now without any tax, either 
revenue or regulatory, on scientific 
specimens. By the way, how much 
tax!

Automobile production, contrary to 
recent expectations, has quickened a 
little; steel production, while reflect- 
ing certain artificial influences, is 
holding at the peak of the year; elec- 
tric eng production, as reported for 
the latest week, shows a better than

Sumers, particularly the automobile 
makers, have built up substantial in- 
ventories of steel, and some observers 
have looked for a sharp recession in 
stee] making in July. Business Week, 
however, says “the seasonal lull in 
steel] demand is not expected to be 
as sharp as usual, for the slackened 
demand from the automotive indus- 
tries is being taken up by other con- 
sumers.” 

But building construction has shown 
a little more signs of life, but still 
remains extremely sluggish compared 
with the degree of recovery in most 
other lines. The housing and home 
renovation plan in Washington, it is 
thought, has probably come too late 
to have any decided effect before next 
year. 

Automobiles continue to lead the re- 
covery. Price cuts have occurred in 
a number of lines, but the determined 
efforts of the manufacturers te pre- 
vent a pronounced summer lull seems 
to be taking effect. Cram’s Survey 
says incomplete reports for the week 
“showed conclusively that new pas- 
senger car retail sales were at least 
equal to that of the preceding pe- 
riod, and final figures may disclose 
a gain.” Cram estimated production 
for the week at 71,293 units, a gain 
of 2,186 over the previous week. 

Electric power production for the 
week ended June 9 showed a better 
than usual recovery from the Memo- 
rial Day week, and was 7.3 per cent 
over the like period of last year. But 
the loadings of revenue freight report- 
ed for the same week, recovered only 
37,024 cars to 616,565. This was 
only about two-thirds of the gain from 
the Memorial Day week anticipated 
on the basis of the average of the 
past several years.
